Rolling Steel Cents 


Don A. Wilkinson 
TEC 1079 


Every once in awhile you can get an elongated steel cent. Chet 
Rogers did a few "steelies" of just about every coin die he rolled. 
He even did his entire state bird/flowers set on steel cents. 


Now that I have my own coin rolling machine, I too can try steel 
cents. I have established a routine that has produced a beautiful 
bright lusture on the steel image (reverse) side, while preserving 
a lovely pewter colored Lincoln side. And I use the older, rusty, 
poorer appearing coins too! 

Here's what I do: 

1. Soak coins in Muric Acid (a 10% solution HCL). The reaction 

eats off the rust, old zinc and other junk down to the steel. 
Accomplish this in a well ventilated area! 

2. Neutralize coins in a baking soda solution then rinse in fresh 

water, and dry immediately. I use a towel and put coins in an 
open bowl on top of the warm TV. 

3. Wire brush the reverse (wheat) side of coin. Use a brass coin 

brush. This brightens up the steel a bit. 

4. Spray the Lincoln (obverse) side with Deft, Spray Stain and 

Sealer, Spanish Walnut. Someone, (Chet Rogers or Ray Dillard) 
wrote that this would give a pewter like appearance to non¬ 
copper coins and it does! 

5. When rolling keep pressure on the coin slide until the coin 

is about i of the way through the roll. The rim of the steel 
coins are sometimes rusted down or away and crumble when the 
grab notch comes down. Also you have to increase the tension 
on the rolls about like you do for dimes. 

6. Paint the rolled coins to prevent any rusting. I use the same 

acrylic paint I use on copper, i.e. Krylon, Crystal Clear #1301 
or Western Auto, Clear Acrylic 73-1796-9. 


Since working out this process I've gone back and rolled several 

off the dies I own. The results are indeed unique and 

make a nice addition to each set of your 



beautiful.

MARDI GRAS 1989 


For the first time since the late 1960 f s elongated coins were designed 
and thrown during Mardi Gras Parades in the New Orleans area. The 
elongated coins were designed by a member of the Krewe of CAESAR which 
rolled on Saturday nite January 28 and the Krewe of AMOR which rolled 
on February 3, 1989. Frank Brazzell did the die work. A limited 
quantity of these elongated coins were rolled. Only 150 of US 50 and 
only 100 on US 10 were rolled of each Krewe. No other elongated coins 
were made for Mardi Gras Krewes in 1989. 


The 250 men and women Krewe members of AMOR rolled in St. Bernard, 
(East New Orleans). The Krewe was founded in 1968 and held its 
first parade in 1970. The 1989 parade consisted of 16 floats, 
several bands and other marching units. Doubloons of plain aluminum, 
gold anodized and a special 10 gauge red anodized were among the 
throws tossed . 


The 585 all male members of the Krewe of CAESAR celebrated their 10th 
Anniversary in 1989. This year’s parade consisted of 30 floats with 
Mickey Mouse, Minnie Mouse and Roger Rabbit of Disneyland serving as 
the Grand Marshals. The 30 floats, bands and other marching organi¬ 
zations made for a 100 unit parade which was the^ largest 1989 Krewe 
rolling in Metairie, Louisiana. Doubloons of plain aluminum, green 
anodized, red anodized and a special 15 gauge gold anodized "10th 
Anniversary Doubloon" were thrown.

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THE JACKSON PIECE

In the many years of seeking in¬ 
formation for my book, "Encyclo¬ 
pedia of The Modern Elongated," 
I have had many elongated collec¬ 
tors and private individuals who 
were interested in exonumia ex¬ 
change letters with me. There were 
those who wrote queries in refer¬ 
ence to specific elongateds or 
items simulating the rolled ellip¬ 
tical shaped coin. If time permit¬ 
ted, a response would correct or 
validate a question to me. 

In a recent correspondence I was 
asked to attest the authenticity 
of an oval "JACKSON" medallic piece as an elongated coin or medal. 
Since I only received an illustration (as shown) I have been un¬ 
able to determine or verify it as an original rolled specimen. 

Aside from myself and along with the query, the correspondent 
wished to remain anonymous. He has, however, made an offer of 
$1000 to anyone who may have the elongated and cares to sell it! 
It must bear out or show evidence of a genuine rolled coin. He has 
also offered $100 to anyone who can lead him to a purchase of a 
specimen!

In the exchange of o.ur letters, I informed the interested party 

* 

that I had nothing to support that the illustrated piece as an 
absolute elongated rolled on a coin or any other type of metal. 
However, due to a personal interest and since I have never seen 
anything similar to the "Jackson" piece, I have bden complacent 
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and willing to devote a moment in this writing to effectuate an 
interest to those of you in the hobby in search of a specimen! 

In respect to the many areas of numismatics, it is the opinion of 
this writer that the illustrated specimen is nothing more than a 
probable variety in the classification of exonumia. It has the 
appearance of contempory political significance of many tokens; 
such as those of early American exonumia of the "Hard Times" 

period.

STEEL ROLLER DIES ROLLED COINS

STEEL ROLLER dies were used to 
press the coin design onto flattened 
metal strips. They were driven by 
wooden water wheels 13 feet in diam¬ 
eter. 


like the latest technology, which 

was introduced by the Germans. The new process used water power 

and the employment of steel roller dies that transferred the coin's 
design on strips of flattened precious metals; much in the same man- 
ner as rolling out elongated coins. 


In April 1988, COIN WORLD pre¬ 
sented an article written by Glenn 
S. Hurray referring to a very old 
hydraulic-powered Mint located at 
Segovia, Spain. It appears the 
abandoned, forgotten Mint, which 
is said to be in a "rapidly advance 
state of decay," is about to be 
saved from devastating ruin. 


The Mint in Segovia was Spain's 
first mechanized Mint, which pro¬ 
duced its first coinage in 1586. 
A new mill was originally planned 
for Madrid in 1582. But due to in¬

It has been annotated the unique system was utilized by only a 
few Mints in Europe. And altho striking and screw presses were al¬ 
most world-wide by the end of the 18th century, the Segovia Mint's 

facilities had produced Spain's primary coinage for more than two 

♦ 

centuries. And because of the excellence of the newer method, by 
1609 it rapidly led to production of Spain's more prominent coins, 
such as the silver 50 reales and the 100 escudos or gold "Centenes." 

The rolling technique for coinage was unexcelled to that of older 
methods, such as those made by hand or hammer struck. The rolling 
process enabled the production of larger sized specimens, since en¬ 
graving on cylindrical dies varied due to space and size; similar 
to rolling elongateds from various size dies and coins.

You can make beautiful foil seals using your coin as the 
template. Place your coinon a non-slip, hard surface. Linen or denim 
cloth on a table top that is not to smooth works fine. Lay a piece of 
aluminun foil over the coin. Take note of the surface texture of the 
foil. Most brands of household foils have a shiny side opposite a dull 

, Choose the sidethat will produce the desired finish; expermint. 
For coins with mostly frosted detail I use the dull side up. Coins 
with mirror like backgrounds I use the shiny side up. 

Now press down on the foil against the coin. Rub your fingers 
over the surface, making sure not to allow the foil to slip. If it 
slips A double image will form. The foilnow has an approximate copy 
of the coin but may lack fine detail. 

If fine detail is desired I suggest you purchase a "Transfer 
burnishing stylus" from a graphics or art store. I use a Lettraset 

stylus. It has a metal body and a soft teflon tip. Rub the foil 

with the stylus, paying attention to the detail of the coin. With 
practice you will be able to make very faithful copies of the coin. 

Lift the foil from the coin carefully,without bending it. The 
foil is very fragile. The image must be filled in on the back to ad 
strength. Wax works well for this Candel wax will work but id some what 
soft. Beeswax or pure paraffin wax works better. Pour some melted 
wax onto the back of the foil so that it flows over the image. Less is 

better than more here. Hold the foil on an incline so that the wax

drain away, leaving a thin even coating, 
completely. I put the foil in the freezer for a 
complete harding. Once coated and hardened the foil can be 
with ease. Using a pair of scissours trim away the excess foil, 
try to cut it away in one piece by following the edge of the coin image 
Instead, cut pieces away using straight cuts. In this manner you will 
converge on the circle by a series of approximations, 
very close then you may trim by following the edge of the coin image. 

To attach the foil to paper use hair dryer on low fan speed with 
mediumheat. Put the foil in the desired location and allow the hot air

Glossy paper works best. Back up the paper with a paper towel to 
soak up the bleed through.
